month. la addition to the minister there

The representatives of tlie tea importing 
iiidiislry were Messrs. Macpherson, JI.

Viincouver, Nov. 29.— Mr. Snmi; Foyn, 
who is at present iu Vancouver iu con- 
nection with establishing the whaling 
business iu tliis province, is a nephew of 
Svend Foyn .wiio madc a ^oddwlde^repr- 
utation by his -whaling enterprise. The 
elder Foyn amassed a fortune of tJiree 
million pounds sterling and willed it to 
miasionaries for the conversion of the 
heathen. Svead. Foyn Inrmted a har^ 
poon wlileh Is lu use to this d'ay 'wltLout 
improvement. Jlr.. Poyu has many in- 
teresting pltotographs of whaling scenes 
-ill Norway. One picture shows lying 
on the beacli the biggest whale he ovt^r 
caught, air. Poyn says that it mcasui-tHl 
feet and contained 120 tons of oil. It 
was a blue whale. Other photographs 
are of whale oil factories and whaling 
steamers. These steamers are of steel, 
very strongly built and of groat horse 
power. Mr. Saml. l-'oyn claims tliat he 
was tbe fust to embark in the whaling 
business in Iceland and also on the coast 
of Russia. 

A SINGULAR BONR 

Mr. J. M. Brown, of Buffalo, called 
on tbe Colonist representative this morn- 
ing regarding tlie editorial iu the Col- 
onist referring to his having found hu- 
man bones under an extinct glacier in the 
Atliri country. Mr. Brown says Unit 
very' li!;ely the report that he brought 
from Atlin regarding his experience has 
lost somewhat in accuracy iu passing 
througli the reporters' hands and he is 
iiiixiouH to have tlie true story printed, 
us follows: 

"The cause of my belief," says Mr. 
Brown, "that the place in (]uest|on is 
tlie site of un exthict glacier is the' 
jiresence of exceedingly line solidified 
mud, the solidity of which was found 
to be due not to freezing, since the sun's 
rays liiid no softening effect on it, but 
most certainly to enormous pressure, for 
the pick made no impression — the use of 
the shovel was out of tlie question and 
nothing but the keen blade of an axe 
vigorously applied had any effect. In 
this manner the glacial debris was slow- 
ly chipped away. It Was; ns, hard and 
comjmct as lignum vita. Above this de- 
posit was from cight«:n inches to two 
feet of fr6zcu' surface soil, the ordinary 
surface gravel of the.conntry— and above 
this again tlie moss which I ought to say 
was very mucU deeper in this particular 
point than it is usual in the district. 
Beneath the compact glacial detritus 
were boulders wiilged In against each 
other in every conceivable shape. 

"Krom between the interstices of the 
boulders was thrust a long bone. I care- 
fully worked this bone free. Tlie in- 
terior of the bone was filled with a siil)- 
staii-.-e as black as ink which immedi- 
ately ran out (Ui the bone being broktui. 
The appeiirance of the bone convinced 
me that it was part of the skeleton of a 
man, its lengtli being identical with the 
shin bone of my own leg, showing the. 
man to be niiproxiinitely six feet in 
height and in weiglit approximately ISO 
pouiids. 1 (iiil not contimie mv investi- 
gation. No doubt the n>st of the skele- 
ton was tlicre. I did not uiicover the 
rest as I was working alone and the 
boulders would take a day to remove. I 
might add that beside the bone and all 
around It was charcoal iu an excellent 
stnite of preservation and sticks htilf 
burned, the uribumt part being still in 
the state it was when the fire was lit 
goodness knows' how many years before. 

"I took the bone to the sui^eon of the 
.Mounted Police. I do not recollect his 
nniiie, but ln> was stationed. In Atlin 
district, and he at once pronounced it 
the sbiii bone of n man. The hole is 
still there ns I left it. 

The firemen of Vancouver are attempt- 
ing to form a lienefit assoeiiition and are 
anxious that otlier cities of British Co- 
lumbia, particularly Victoria, should join 
llieiii in this wi)rlii\- object. They alsii 
propoHi' til estalilish a i)ension fund. 
Tlieir proposal to the eouneil to ofUcially 
recogiii/,e them was laid on the table 
owing lo it lieiiig so late in the year.

' Proposition and Universal Peace. 

I>ondon, Nov. 29. — Tlie Paris corres- 
pondent of the Times says: "The .Matin 
will publish to-morrow CJ'uesday) an in- 
terview of an lOiiglisb iioliticiaii with 
lOniiieror .N'icliolas. 'I"lie intervii'wer. 
who especially remarkeil the kindliness 
and modesty of the (Jzar's demeannr. 
says be spoke sadly and regretfully of 
the atteiuiits to embitter the relations of 
lOnglaiid and Russia. The conversation 
moslly turned, however, on the dis- 
ariuament conference, as to which the 
Czar spoke with tlu^ utmost ardor, de- 
claring that he wanted a tangible prac- 
tical result. 

" His Majesty suggosd^d that tlie 
powers might bind themselves not to in- 
crease their armament for a lustrum 
(live years), at the end of which they 
might meet again to decide upon ftiliire 
action. They might also settfe their 
attitude in the event of menace- or pros- 
pective hostilities. He suggested, as an 
example of possible^ action, that -the 
recent I'^iishoda dispute might hiire Been 
referred by Great Britain to the United 
States, and by France to Itessfn. If 
these failed to agree' there nitght have 
been recourse to an arbiter, say the Em- 
peror of .-\ustrin. In any case the de- 
biy would have made pence. 

" The Czar protestetl, his interviewer 
says, with great indignation against the 
idea imputed to him of urging Prance 
and lOiiglaiid into conflict, chnriieteriz- 
ing it as monstrous." 

Berlin, Nov. 20.— The details of the 
now army bill just published show that 
the Prussian |iea<'e contingent will be 
increased by ll.-12-t men and 2.sril) 
horses.

New Name Given by Self-Confcssed 
Deserter From Esquimalt. 

Seattle, Nov. 29.— The self-confessed 
deserter from the English navy, who 
was arrested Sunday morning for at- 
tempting to obtain a bill of goods on 
.foe Fidiio's certificate of deposit, has 
confessed that his real name is Ernest 
Slierwooil. He was arraigned before 
.fustice Austin under tliat name yester- 
day iifteriioon, and in default of .f.'iOO 
bonds was remanded to the county gaol, 
pending a preliminiiry examination on 
the charge of forgery. 

There is a division of opinion as to 
svhethor Sherwood is really guilty of 
forgery.

in order (li;it tile Itepnlillcan doputtes iiiiglit 
b<.' alile to consult Willi their coIlea(,'nes In 
till' senate regarding the adoption of a coiu- 
luoii nidley.

A Itudlcal deputy. .M. IJos, tlien opened 
the discussion, lie said that wlille thi'ru 
iiad been some iKoiestv In the Divyfiis 
prosecution, there had Iteen mulling but 
dishonesty In the IMc(inart alValr.

."\I. rolncare continued: "Cajitaln l.p- 
hrnn-neiinnlt, when he was examined br 
the president of ■ the council, did not nii'ii- 
tlon the Dreyfus confession." This state- 
ment caused applause to liii'tik forth aiialn 
from all parts of tlu- house, diirhi^' which 
M. Caial^'iiai' tried to speak, but was 
sliouieil down.

M. Dnpny 
asked why that deputy had waited so long 
before nstonnding the chamber with his 
revelations. "We decline to order the nn- 
Tiolntnieiit of a court martial," said tlie 
premier. "To, give such nu order, even 
If we liad the rlwht. would be to strike 
a blow at th(( principle ot separation of 
the public powers. It Is not within the 
province of pnrllnmont or government to 
adjust tho connection which may exist be- 
tween tho Dreyfus and Plcquart cases. 
Our Intervention would be calculated to 
hamper tho work of the court of ciissa- 
tlon. "We will respect the deelshms of 
the law. We are a governnioiit of law 
and refuse to be a government of arliltrary 
mi-asures." (I'ToloiiKcd idieers.) 

The order of the day approvluK the state- 
nienls of the govenimi-nt respect Inn the 
principles o)' the separation of the judicial 
and executive powers was then ado])(ed 'dv 
:i vote of -liiT to 7:1. 

An Ininiense mass meet Inn was held to- 
night In favor of Colomd Plcquart. Tlions- 
nnds of people marched to the prison where 
Plcquart I* wnflned and ebeerod and do- 
nionstrntcd there on his behalf. The antl- 
Pletiuarltes rallied and there were several 
conflicts between the two bands, 

Tlie vote of the rbamber ennbles the 
antl-Drevfns party to slnir a sonj; of victoi-j-, 
sine.- Ihi- nTcyfusltes demand was for the 
Kovei-iiment to order the Pleipiart court 
martini poslpoiii'd. Xeverl ludess, the 
whole debate served to advance the cause 
ot Dreyfus. M. Dupnv's speech Is iidniltted' 
on all liands to have bi'cii a masterpiece of 
statesnianshln. He did not deny that tile 
iroverunient had power to Inte.'vene with 
General Tliulbidcn. but explained that It 
would Tie heller for the court of cassa- 
tion to (to so. lie said a fortnight neo 
the conrt of enssntlon dpninnded the docu- 
ments coneeriiing the Plcquart affair. At 
that thnc for legal reasons, he contlnned, 
oiilT copies could be given. Now, hovrtfver. 
If the originals were demanded br the 
(ourt, they would bo placed at Its- dis- 
posal.

No oiio' can deny that if 
the line were curried up Humboldt street 
it wouhl pick 11]) very considerable addi- 
tional business. 

The time has, come j^vheu the future of 
,7auies Bay must be settled. It can be 
oouvertod into a very valuable piece of 
pn>|)ei-ly, if the city takes hold of the 
matter in the right way. Its vjihie will 
be. greatly reduced, if two bridKcs are 
to be erected across it, one of them to 
be owned by a private corporation. It 
would bo about as ronsonabjo to give a 
private coriioration one side of any 
street in the city, with permission to 
cKct a struclure between the Btroct and 
seven hundred feet of vaciint lots.

THE BAD BOY QUESTION. 

The bad boy nuisance seems iierciiaial 
in Victoria. The Colonist is very much 
opposed to such interferences with per- 
sonal liberty as that tmi?Ued in; the pro 
posed curfew by-lnw. The idea of 
clotbiUK the police with power to stop 
youHK people on the street at night ami 
aemnud their business, and to lake tliem 
into custody if the o.xplaiiiuion does not 
seem suHleient, is rcpngniint to the Colo- 
nist' .s id«i ot. British liberty, and thi 
right of |>arents or guardians to reguiatc 
tlieii- own family affairs. The ciirfeiv 
by-law is a cmifessinn of the iinpotcnci' 
of the community to preserve both order 
and liberty at the same time, 'Never- 
theless, we admit something must be 
(lone in" Yictoria to put down the bail 
boy nuisance. 

'We .submit that the wisest way is to 
bring home to parents and guardians the 
fact that they are responsible for the 
mischief done by lioys under their con- 
trol. If this can be done, there will he 
projior restraint ut home iiiid much less 
mischief abroad. 

It is a miijtake lo suppose, as some 
do, that hoys who do malicious mischief 
are the sons of people in humble circnni- 
stnnces. The dilouist's information is 
ipiile the other way, and is to the effect 
that some of the worst boys in the city 
represent families who occupy good posi- 
tions in the coinmunit.r. 

-Much in the way of abating this nuis- 
ance c.-in be done in the schools. Boys 
ouglit to be (aught the lessons of citizen- 
ship very early in Jifc. They should bo 
taught, when they are very little fel- 
lows, that they have their part to play 
even then in innintainiiig llie institutions 
under which they live. Let uo one say 
that this cannot be done. It has been 
done time and again. The child, who is 
old enough to learn his letters, is old 
eiiinigli to be given his lirst lessons in 
the fuiulumeutal principle of liberty un- 
der law, that he must so use his own 
lights as not to interfere with tho.se of 
others. This groat motto, which lies at 
the very foundation of British liherly, 
which is indeed the very epitome of the 
British Oonstltutton, ought to find a 
place upon the walls of every school- 
room in the laud, nnd every teacher 
should instruct his pupils that it was for 
this that the barons at IJunynu}de com- 
pelled King .lohn to sign the .Magna 
Charta. They should bo made to under- 
stand that no boy is worthy of the name 
of a Briton tiuless, while insisting upon 
his own rights, he respects those of 
others. 'We look" to the schools, rather 
than to the iiolice, for the abatement of 
the bad boy nuisance. 



IIBDISTUIBDTION.

Kootoiiaian seems to look with 
favor upon the proposition to deprive 
Victoria of a representative, for the rea- 
son, among others, that Victoria saw lit 
to elect two Conservative members at 
the last general election. We do not 
remember a mm-c infamous proposition 
in politics than this. If the fact that a 
const it iiiMicy saw lit to elect repiesenta- 
tives in opposition to the party in power 
la to be regarded as a justiScation for 
an interference with their share of the 
membership of a province, we have 
none to the end of iiopuiar government; 
we have reached a stage of infamy which 
would bring a hinsh to the cheek of 
every true British subject when the 
name of Ciinnda is mentioned. Thi 
II mazing thing about this projiosition is 
that it lias emanated from highly inllii 
entiiil circles in the Liberal ranks, and 
has not been i-epudin ted in any qii.-irter 
by that party. The '\'ictoriii Times is 
mute while this threat is made against 
the city, Possibly .Senator Templeniau 
thinks that Victoria deserves soinc con- 
dign punishment for having had the 
hardihood to reject him when he offered 
his distinguisli'Ml services to the people 
on several occasions.

The United States, having resolved to 
take possession of the Philippines, the 
second volume of the history of the re 
public may be said to have been oiiened 
JIany writers foresaw that the time was 
not far distant when the Aniericau ri 
public would look beyond the seas for 
new territory. It Avus hardly to be ex 
pected that a people, who in less tlnin a 
century had extended not only their uom 
innl dominion but nil the accessories of 
a high civilization across this continent 
would rest content upon the slioro of the 
Pacific, while great liehls lay opeu to 
them on the otlier side of the ocean. But 
while this is true, no one foresaw the 
steps by which the new diparturo would 
bo brought about. Not a living man 
reiilized that, when the President resolv- 
ed that the time'ihacl'jCome to interfere 
in Cuba, ho spoke the won! that would 
lead to the setting up of the Aiuerieau 
flag upon one of the richest regions of 
the Orient, ami introduce the niition into 
the arena of Old World polities. So true 
it is that the wisest cannot foresee the 
results of any step. We are reiiiiniled of 
the unexpected rbsults which flowtsl 
from the .Tubilee colebriilion of last: yeiir. 
The sons and daughters of tli" Kmiiirc 
enme from afar to London to pay their 
tribute to the worth of the gracious Indy, 
who for sixty years had worn the tin 
sullied crown of this realm, and a won 
(l(n-ful and nni'xpected thing happened. 
The Empire for the first time realized its 
own grandeur, and the world stood amaz- 
ed at the spectacle. The trend of history 
has been distinctly ililTerent since those 
eventful days, when "long leagues of 
men and welcome" greeted the lloyal 
Woman, an^ the "far-cnllcd ' navies" 
melted away. The story Is like a page 
from holy writ. So, too, in the case of 
the United States. In spite of all the 
lire-enters demanded, the intervention of 
the United States in the affairs of Ouba 
was from humanitarian motives. ' The 
sinking of the Maine gave the impulse 
to duty, but the duty was there before. 
The reward of this humanitarian deed 
is an empire beyond the sens, which a 
year ago uo one supposed would ever 
belong to the country. 

But it is as true to-<lay, as it ever was, 
that "to whom much is given, from him 
nuicli shall be reiiuired." The burden 
which the United States has assumed is 
not one to be treated lightly. It is one 
that will test the national strength in 
an unexpected manner. But it cannot 
be laid down. The Kiiglisli-speakiiig 
race mny take up responsibilities, but 
it can never rid itself of tlicm.; Through 
some Inscrutable law- the burden of 
maintaining freedom nnd enlightenment 
has been cast upon our race. It. w;is so 
in India; it was so in Africa; it will be so 
in the Oricat. A strange thing la this 
connection Is that almost every British 
newspiii)er foresaw from the outset that 
Spain would have to give up the Philip- 
pines to the United States. At a time 
when not a leading paper, In the republic 
was ;preparcd to commit Itself to such a 
policy, across the whole of Canada there 
was B chorus of oi>inioii iiractically 
unanimous in favor of such an outcome 
of tlio war. Never -were the papers of 
Canada so liberally quoted in the United 
States as upon this question. The Am- 
criciui people were iiluiost stunned by 
the unexpected view of the case, and for 
a -time .'they wavercKl In their intentions. 
It is curious to nolo that some of the 
leading oiijionents of expansion wen? of 
Oerman origin, Tliis was not duo to any 
disloyalty <>t the (Jeruian-Americans to 
their country. It simply signiiieil that 
the Ocnuaii element of the population 
did not grasp the responsibility of the 
situation; the Germans do not possess 
the AngIo-S;i.\-oii instinct. But. the lat- 
ter won (he day, as it will win .■lUviiys, 
and the irrevocable step has been taken. 
Henceforward there can be, no more, en- 
mity between America and Britain. ISiey 
are fellow workers ia the: cause. of man- 
kind. 
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It is now claimed that there Is an 
uctivo volcano somewhere up in the At- 
lin country. We can <iuite believe it. 
Wo arc prepared to believe anything that 
is said ibl)out Atliu lietwee'ii now ,iiid 
ne'e!: spring, tliat Is to believe it tem- 
poraril.v. There is a class of' people in 
the world who believe nothing and an- 
(dlier class that believe everything. Of 
these two the latter have by far tlie most 
fun out'of life,, provided tiiey do not act 
ui>on Uieir belief. If you rend a tori itic 
story of how some tremendous fellow 
slew a half-dozon grizzly boars with no 
weapon but a jack-kuifo, there is a lot 
of fun in believing it if you can. It 
would not bo wise, however, to tackle 
such a contract. The wdiolo Uiiite<l 
.'Stales a few yiirs ago was greatly on 
tertained by a timely story about some 
volcauoos to bo scon from Mount 
Rainier. The story was timely in the 
sense (bat it was told nt a time when 
no e()U(ra<Ii(,-l ion was possible. Dick 
"\\'illougliby's pliiuitoiii city was a posi- 
tive delight to people who believed about 
it. .The fellow who is all the time say- 
ing "I don't know about that," may be 
forribl.v wise, hut he misses a heap of 
innocent enjoyment, just like over-wise 
children do who do not believe in Santa 
Clans.

The Ice la form- 
ing caught Mr. K. C. SeiiUler, the new gold 
eoimnlssloner, and the other ofllelals win 
are accouiiianyliig him to Dawson, at th 
Takeeua river, fifteen miles below White 
Uorse. They will complete the trip by dog 
team as soon as the Ice will permit. There 
are a number of other men frozen lu nt 
tho siitiie point, who, however, have innd 
gooil use of their time, a report having 
niuhed White Iforse to the effect that 
they had made a good strike. The only 
open water below the rapids Is Thlrty- 
JUle river, which never freezes over. 
ATLIN CONTINOBNT. 
There were but few men oa the Cot- 
tage City from the Atlin lake country, that 
district also been pretty well cat off from 
the outside world by the softness of the 
trails. Jlr. Oliver Itolstan, who Is a guest 
nt the Hotel Victoria, was a member of 
the Inst party to leavi" AtlIn (Jlty for the 
coast. They canie out by the way of 
Taku, and were tlfteen days iiiaklag the 
trip, having to i)low throagh several Inches 
of suow most of the way. When they 
left Atllu there was seven Inches of snow 
on the ground, and It was still ' falling. 
Mr. Ralston says about 500 mea will win- 
ter on the creeks, and will go to work 
on their claims Just as early' as the weather 
permits. Although the claims arc held 
over until June, he believes the men will 
be able to go to wofk In Mny. It Is a 
grand country, he says, and will turn out 
lot of gold np\t year, Other arrivals 
nil AtUii were A. J. Stoel, who Is ot the 
Oriental, and t;. K. Oubrldge, who Is at 
the Victoria. 

MEN QtriTTIKG WORK. 
The White Pass railway will probably 
be completed to the summit this winter, 
but It Is not likely to go much further 
until spring. A number of men who have 
been working on the road came down 
on the Cottiige (Mty, uniib!- („ longer stand 
tho severely eoUI weather. It takes n 
pretty hanly man to work In the open 
with the thernioiiieter l.'i ilegn>es below zero 
and a gale blowing. The roiiil Is now 
graded to the summit, but there Is about 
two and a -half miles ot rail laying and 
and ballestlng to be done before travellers 
to the Interior will be saved the long climb 
to the summit.

SUBJECTS. 

Hitherto there has been a general coii- 
BonsuH (jf opinion that the mlues oC t.aii- 
ada should be thrown open to all nat <">- 
alitles without distinction. At one time 
tills seemed very good policy; but condl 
• tlons have cliangeU. The rules that he d 
«ood In the Caiilioo diiys do not applj 
. now. .Men eun now make Seattle, Portland 
or San Frauelseo their beud(iuarters and 
exploit the mines of British Columbia and 
tiie Yukon. We are all vorj- much wis'^r 
on this subject than wo were a year ago 
and 'It seems-tlme to put the lesson learned 
at the; cost; of- so nuieli disappointment 
Into praetlcfll effect. 

British Columbia ougiit to retain her 
placer mines for British suhjects. 

It would, perhaps, not be desirable to 
make ni>v restrlellons as regards lode 
mining. It does not niiike so much dif- 
fui'i'ne<' who develops our lode mines, 
because what is paid out of the country 
In such eases Is oniy In the form of div- 
idends. The cost of operating Is spent 
chielly In this province, itosslaiid is pros- 
perous, although most of the dividends 

■ ■ from Its grentcsf uiincs have gone to for- 

eigners; but Dawson cannot be cnllqd pros- 
perous' any more than yon would ' call a 
farmer prosperous' If- his neighbors should 
come In at night and rob bis orchard. 
There would be busy times wldlo tlie i)ro- 
cess was going on, but mighty iittie uros- 
pcrlty for the unfortunate owner. 

We desire to live on the most friendly 
terms with our neighbors, but if the priii' 
of closer fgrlendshlp than now exists is the 
surrender of ail that makes a largo part 
of British Columbia worth owning. It may 
be too dearly purchased. But the proposed 
change in the law can be defended even 
to those who urge tho plea of International 
amity against It. British Coi\imbla 1ms 
probably the most extensive gold minlnK 
•■ field In the world. It has gold, silver, lead, 
copper and Iron In enormous quantities. 
The province adrainistors the law whicli 
make It possible to exploit this great wealth 
■ with safety to life and security to prop- 
erty. It cov.structs the roads and trails, 
without wliicli the miner would be help- 
less. It bridces tho streams. It aids In 
the construction of rallwu.vs. It makes 
the country the Safest and-best of all the 
mining regions .In the known world. It 
Invites all the world to come and partici- 
pate In this great natural wealth. It can 
surely make one exception. It can fairly 
retain Its pincers for its own people, anil 
these It ought to retain, because when 
once a i)lacer has been worked out the prov- 
nce has nothing of value to show for It, 
if the supplies are bought In a foreign 
country and the gold sent there. The pro- 
. position Is wholly a reasonable one and oiin 
be defended before any reasonable' men: '

The -foregoing a simple statement 
; of the cn8cC;aarit'''rsrot6S;tojthe-5'alien in 
: the northern- territory .'/'which',? boraers on 
! our own province of 'iiBriti8h,iOolrimbia, 
The Atlin, and otherTplacer-iclitims. yet 
to bo discovered in the ncinr and remote 
districts of British Columbia, will sure- 
ly excite the Inst and attention of the 
world, and will be followed by a simi- 
lar inlinx of aliens iindiM- tho same cir- 
ciimHtiinces as those who' sought the 
Klondike and the branches of the Yii 
kon. 'We hav(> seen with what rehiet- 
Jince these invaders paid the ordinary 
duties on their supplies imported from a 
foreign country, and how little they up- 
,Iirociated the privilege of being pe'rinit- 
•ted to mine and carry away with them 
y lhe gold of a n<'igliboring stjito, to the 
/^.citizens of which these siuno people, 
.■Joxcept perhaps in one instance, securely 
''<'l>ar the door to their own gold fields. 
'These a.liens <'njoy the protection of our 
llilg and of our laws, their lives and 
riroporty are guarded by (uir elUcient 
liolice, at a great expen.'ie; and wliat do 
they give ns in return for all tliis? 
Nothing. ]{ut on the othoi- . hand, they 
are generally among Ihe foi'cmost iii 
raising noisy objections (o any enact- 
ment by which the government might 
endeavor to obtain some return for this 
oxpendituro in the government of tlie 
country. The province is none ' the 
richer by the presence of- these aliens, 

■ but Infinitely poorer in the end. It is 



onlylfaicsto' those of our own country 
thaiswe^^natural resources of the i)rov- 
luce "should be reserved for them. Tliey 
scrvq and do their duty as citizens in 
the many ways in which their cilizm- 
ship imposes upon them. They pur- 
chase tlioir supplies and necessaries of 
life. within the province, and they hnd 
and develop the mines for the benefit of_ 
themselves, their fellow-citizens [,nd '.no 
province within whose contines their 
residences for tlie term of their natural 
life' are fixed. From an eeo',,omic point 
of view, every argument i..i ia favor of 
protecting our own 'atlzens against 
those who are a losr, and a detriment 
to the wealth and nltinnite progress of 
the country. In. the consideration of a 
subject of this kind, our aim should be 
to adopt that policy which is in the best 
interests of our province, irrespecliye of 
sentimental considerations as to inter- 
national goodwill.

Alien .lust as Valuable to This rrovinco 
as Miners From Eastern Cauada 
or England. , 

The Uosslaud Miner. !' 

The oditor of the Colonist " hsks the 
editor of the Miner the following ques 
tion: 

"Is it desirable to amend the minnig 
law of JJrilish Columbia so as to prohibit 
the ownership of placer claims by 
aliens V" 

The :\Iiner is opposed to the enaction 
of any law which would place the sliglit 
est restriction on the exploration and 
development of the province. The placer 
miner is the pioneer of the mining imlus- 
try; . He is generally a mttii of- limited 
means, onid Is induced to undct£;o tlic 
severest hardships niul privations in the 
hope of finding diggings that will quickly 
malte him a rich man. Thus it is that 
districts far removed from the centres of 
civilization are explored and Ihe pith 
way is made for permanent settlers and 
the consequent extensive establishment 
of the more lasting industries. It matters 
little who takes tlie placer gold if through 
the efforts of the placer miner others arc 
induced to follow him and place the more 
enduring- resourscs of the coviritry on a 
permanent and profitable liisis. So 
British Columbhi has been slow of settle- 
ment, but nothing stimulates accession to 
the population so much as the discovery 
of new mining territory. It cannot be 
denie<l that the development of the prov 
ince is mainly attributable to tho activ 
ity and enterprise of alien prospectors 
It is largely owing to aliens that Cari- 
boo was made famous, and the trail biaz 
ers of Montana and "Washington have 
made the Kootenays what they are to 
day. 

Supposing only British subjects are 
allowed ...to . .own placer^ claims, it is not 
to betjespeeted tnatithe-njan- whof wins 
!i large fortune from the auriferous al- 
luvial deposits of the Atlin wilds, or the 
I'eace lliver district or the Oniiuei'a 
country, is not .going to spend any more 
time tliun ho can possibly help in a min- 
ing camp. lie will, in four cases out 
of five, return to his former home in the 
E.'ist or in tho Old Country and tak( 
his money with him and live in comfort 
and where tho good things of this world 
are within easy reach. In do'iig this he 
is no greater benefit to the piovince tlniu 
the alien. The alien is just as liable to 
make his permanfiit home In British Co- 
lumbia as the man from Ontario or the 
English immigrant. 

Tho number .ind imiwrtanco of finds 
would be greatly minimized if prospect- 
ing, either for placer or quartz, w(>re 
confined to British subjects. This being 
the case it would greatly retard the de 
velopment of tlie counti? were the leg- 
islature to pass a law prohibiting alien 
ownership of claims.

FAVORS THE "OPEN DOOR." 

" Subjects " for Punioses of Mining 
Rights Would Be a Very Ques- 
tionable (Jain. 

Kootenay Mall. - 

The inter(!sling (luestion raised by the 
Victoria Colonist, of reserving all rights 
to work placer mines to British subjects 
only, is one of those very vital subjiicls 
which the peculiar iK>sition of British 
Columbia presents for solution. It is a 
question of such immense importance 
and of 80 far-reaching consequence u|iou 
the/destinjf of va country like thitv that 
it should. be~di8CU8S(ed"\vith' minds jier- 
fectly open to conviction, and anxious 
only to reach the most desinible conclu- 
sion. • It is in this spirit,,that the Mail 
approaches it, and records its opinion In 
favor of the present policy of the ^' open 
do(H\" Such a doctrine can be dofon'd- 
eil on sentimental grounds as distinctive- 
ly British, and creating a condition of 
things a Briton loves, "a fair lii'Id and 
no favor;" but it certainly can la? sup- 
ported by prac^lical reasons as well. 
There is usually a big grain of practi- 
cality in British sentinienl, and this will 
prolialily lie I'dunil to he no exceptional 
case. (iold generally, the jniblic is li'd 
to understand from praetieaJ men who 
have been in " excitements " anil 
" I'ushes " in this and other countrii 
costs fully as much to get it out as it is 
worth, perliaiis even more than its value 
if the iitteiulant privations and dangers 
are included in tlie bill of costs, and this 
is in itself a good argument for inviting 
into the country .as many as wish to try 
their luck. We all hear of tho fortu- 
nate one who has made his " pile," hut 
what of tho thousands who try placer 
diggings that make no more than a liv- 
ing, and the very many who, not eve!i 
making that turn to (piartz mining or 
other more perniaiieiit callings and leave 
their money in the country. Much is 
said of the great amount "of .■Viiiericaii 
currency in circulation in this province, 
so much in parts of it as to be the chief 
medium of exchange; does it not show 
a good practical result of tho " open 
door " policy, representing;- as .it does a 
large addition toVouH "wealth," which Is 
augmented in a hundred different ways. 
Again, plncor mining is, a particularly 
ophomoral kind of business, and the 
placer miner is a bird of passage of n 
most migratory or cosmopolitan charac- 
ter. He Is usually in a hurry to be 
rich, and whether British or othoi'wise 
he travels light; a "pile," instead of 
weighing his wings, but inclines him to 
a further llight. In no sense can he be 
considered a permanent settler, any 
more than his employment can be cnlleil 
a certainty, and to restrict his nn'mhers 
is to restrict whatever benefit to the 
country there Is In his trade, and tho 
market ho makes la not liiconslderahle.

Had It not been for the ftdvico of my. law- 
y.'is here, Messrs. Tupper, Peters & Potts, 
I shouhl have .given the facta of the case 
to the press some time ago, but they pre- 
fi-ned iliat I should not refer to the sub- 
ject In the press until; oui?,:JUdjfinent )had 
been obtained, as we ' have' scrvod ' writs 
on h. J. Macfarlaiio here, and 1 am afraid 
he has already left the city, but as serious 
erimlnal charges will be brought against 
hinj.'Vo sUnll always know his wlicre- 
a bouts. 

-lour article, however, calls for some ex- 
plaiuitiiiii. Since ISIII 1 linvi- resldiai In 
t'ae Yukon, nud in September, l-SDii, 1 lui-at- 
ed cliilius .No, 'J2 below d'.icjvery on lJu- 
nnnzn, and No. 11 above dh-'-^Vi-ry on Last 
Chance, and at the same time niy friend. 
A. \V. I'. Kckart, located ciaiiii No. llli 
below discovery on Bonanza, and we tlien 
(ii'cided to work the two claims together. 
Uofore leaving Dawson in the spring of '!>" 
1 made ail arrangements for tlie claims be- 
ing represented and Improved, and had to 
give niirt Interest In tho iiroperty. Arriv- 
ing at New York I solrl uiy Individual Inter- 
ests, and In London I agreed to sell iny 
partners' Interests, consisting of tliree- 
fourth Interest In claims Nos. nnd 0,! 
IkIchv discovery on Koiianza, and one-half 
interest in No. 11 above discovery on Last 
Cliaiice for a price I knew would satisfy

Macfarlane, who was 
engaged by the company at a yearly sal- 
ary of £1500 and expenses, be having no 
interes't In the company except as a salaried 
Korvant, but power .was put In his hands 
whci> he drew from' the Bank of Mon- 
treal In Victoria over $100,000 In drafts and 
coin. Arriving at Dawson earl.v In .Tune, 
and before I had a clianee to see all my 
partnirs, Mncfiriane eiigaijeii the services 
of Crown Prosecuting Attorney Fred 'Wade 
(and us Macfarlane stales In his letter to 
the company tliat lie was put to enormous 
legal costs to protect himself from this 
man Sola), they secured a man by name 
El. McKeowa, . whose reputation is well 
known in Winnipeg, to go be'forc Captain 
Starncs, N.W.M.P. magistrate, and swear 
that I - hnd attempted to obtain a large 
sum of money under false protcnaes, nnd 
the warrant was Issued and the arrest 
made hy McKeown; ball was refused, and 
the hearing w-as adjourned for seven days.

At tlio preliminary hearing Macfartone 
swore under oath that he did not have a 
single agreement relating to myself and 
the company, and during my imprisonment 
he had spent the money for other prop- 
erties. 

Upon my release my attorneys, Messrs. 
Bnrrllt A: McKay. ulTered to Macfai-Iane 
free and nncn.-unibiTed lilies to nil prop-

If the 
population of litlelicc' w-ere to remain 
stationary, of course the unit would be 
the same, but it is claimed that the 
pi-ovincc has added largely to its popu- 
lation during the hist few years. Should 
this claim be verllied by the census the 
unit w-ill be increased in iiroiiortion and 
may make a material difference in our 
representation. This is the main reason 
why the people ot t^iebec have been 
mnidng such strenuous etTorts to bring 
tlicir people back from the New Knghinil 
stales and settle them in the back coun- 
try of their iirovince.

The Yictoriii Colonist 1ms lately ex- 
pressed itself as stroii!;ly in favor ot; re- 
serving all right to work placer dlgginga 
in the province to Brit^sn subjects. Tlua 
is one of those 8'uggcstlona which mu.uy 
voters are prepared, unthinkingly, to, sup- 
port, ViTiA it is possible that a iiiu.jnrit.y 
of tho ineinbers of the new house, thoUKli 
it was not by any means made- a ques- 
tion at the election, may be iiu'liniHl to 
favor the suggestion. 

It would be such a mdiial thaiige In 
the Hj'stem heretofore in <(]p^'nitioii in the 
province, that those ^vh♦► mlvocuti; it 
should make tlioinselvcif tlioroughlj- ae- 
(juaintod with what is liholy to Jie the 
elToct of tiw chiuige, if iniadi', ai«l weigh 
cjirel^ully tho argumeii.ts, for and against, 
before coiiiniilting Uieiuselves by sui>- 
\)ortiilg Icgislliliou lo carry out Clieir pre- 
sent views. 

Duriug tho last ne.s.sion of the legii^ 
lature. Sir. Bradon attempted to bring in 
a modoiL, restricting the issue of frw? 
miners' liccusos to iBritisls,: subjects 'or 
those who had •declared ^tiheir iutcution 
of l»ecominR sach. The aniline of ^Ir. 
•Speaker wiuv, sTliat such a Tnotion, as af- 
fecting tii.vatcon. could owly he iiitiMiduc- 
ed by the exwrutive. "Wilhout e.\prf'ssiiig 
onj" opinioji on the correctness of this 
iniling, it is certain that legisla,tion to 
•cnrr.v out the purport of the resolution 
■eoiild luwt be intriidiifi'd by 11 privatf 
nieniber. The effect of Uie niling was 
that no expression of opinion '(Mi this 
subject "was given Iiy the last house. 

A[r. Braden \voulil refuye .iliens tli 
right to take nii either plawr or niiiienil 
claims. The Colonist does cot proiMise 
to intorfere with aliens takiug up min- 
eral, but does object lo alh.'ving tlieni 
to take up p!:icer eliiiiiis — ^,he reason 
given for tJie distinction being, that min- 
ernl claims reiiuire tlie exiK'iiditure of a 
large amount of ea|)ltal for their devol- 
opinenC, niiil nothing should be done to 
hnmiier the investors of siirh capital. 

■The Colonist seems to ttiink that tJie 
relatively peraiancnt nature of quartz, as 
coniparctl wlthidacer, miming justihes a 
more liberal treatment of tie foreigner 
who is willing to invest, liis money hi 
th&t . pursuit. ... ' 

The argument based 00 tile desirability, 
of reserving our mineral Tesourees for 
'those --who will become fliermanent set- 
/Uetsiinay be dismissed vary brieliy. No 
' free minor, whether from (tJie older prov- 
inces. Great Britain, ot tlie TlnittsI 
States, intends spendin-g his life in a 
mining country., Kvery one proposes to 
make his fortune us spfodily as possible, 
and to go somewhere else to Biieail it. 

Tho idea umierlying this objection to 
•\ny but eitiziNis being allowed to become 
miners seems to lie that it is a very 
valuable jirivilego, the henelits of which 
should not be bestowed on aliens; that 
tlic individual gets ROtnetliiug fniin the 
7>rovin(e withmit giving an ade(iiiate 
<iuid pro (]uo, Siipposiiig, for argiinieiit's 
sake, this to be the ease, who is the 
loser? The provinci' — meaning, of course, 
the people of the same mid tiiose who are 
likely to make it their "home in the fn- 
tnre. All placer miners, however, are 
more birds of [lassage, :aiid there is 
more reasoa -why the nproTinco should 
give 'Something for nothing, to any i^idi- 
vidools nm^ong its own citizens, to tlie 
residents of other proTinces or of other 
n.iTts ;of,' the British., lEmpire, than to 
aliens. In justice to Its people ns a 
whole, the rcTenuc of fbe province should 
benelit to the extent «f whatever the 
niarlv<>t ■i'alue of the conecssions it makes 
uiiiy be. 

.-\s a in;itter of fact, it 'lias been stated 
that ."ill tho gold taken out o£ a islaeer 
mining ctinntr.v does not aiuount to tlid 
money spent in getting it. Perhaps, in 
some pases, this sfateineiit may be too 
sweeping, hut tliero can he little doubt 
that, in every case, it the sundiis 
over the aetii:il outlay had been distrib- 
uted eijually among all who stnrted in ns 
iiiiner.s, the daily wage coming to each 
would have been a very trifling amount. 

The country, as a whole, benefits from 
the inllux of gold seekers, liy the mar- 
ket thercliy created for the furmer and 
other ituhistries, and, if thiK is not liold 
to be enough, let the mine™, erfizens or 
foreigners, contribute 1 larger jiortion 
of tlieir return to the vroviiieinl 
revenue. 

It is not likely that the agitation for 
the reserving of the exploitation of our 
grtlfl ; deposits for our fellovr-eftizenH 
would. eT;er. have arisen, had it not been 
inennt as a retaliation on our ncighlxairs 
to the south; hut wc ought not to let our 
natural irritation .'«.£ their refusal to 
allow Canndinns to take up clainiK in 
their territory hurry us into any action 
that might be injurious lo our own inter- 
est.':. 

Rome of tlie advocates of this change 
argue that we would secure a larger 
number of citlzeiiH if we made iiiitural- 
izatioii a condition precedent to the 
gniiiting of any mining iirivileges, bat 
those w'ho so argue do not swrn to real- 
ize -IIiMt to 1)0 a citizen of the British 
Umpire is sometliing to be proud of, and 
that there Is no reason why wo should 
hold (Mit mercenary indueoments to the 
eitizen,s_ of any other nationality to 
throw in their lot with as; recruits so 
won are more likely to lower ns to tlieir 
level than to show themselves w(n-|hy of 
.'itizenship with ourselves. 

Perhaps after all. tlie wish In hil back, 
lo show ourselves in no way siiperiiu' 
to (hose to whoso oon<luct we lake ex- 
•eplioii, iniiy jirov,'- ton much for the inn- 
jority of ns, iind the chiuior for some- 
thing in the nature of retaliatory legis- 
lation may iirove (00 strong to be resist- 
ed. If so. the iridueement to (-oaiiiiit iier- 
jnr.v, and the risk <if lowering the stiind- 
nrd of our national cli.iracter, might be 
minimized by providing for iiliens pay- 
ing n higher rate for li<'Piise.s th.tn Rri't- 
ish Hubjects. Our exhibition of narrow- 
mindedness vould still cost ns something 
bnt not BO much as if we .ibsoliitely pro- 
h»hite<l nlieim from proQting by our plac- 
er deposits. . j - , .. '.

Our placet- minei! should be owned by 
British subjects solely, it is neither right 
nor fair that aliens shoiUd be allowed to 
come into this country ^ and j.' take , our 
■wealth for the benefit Ot a rorelgU liatlbn, 
for that Is what It really amounts to. 
Though we are really on friendly tenua 
with our neighbors to the south of us, 
suppose for the sake of argument, that 
hostilities were lo break out betweeu 
us, we shonfj "de facto" be supplying 
thcw with the means, or in other words, 
they would bo iitjhtiiig us with our own 
weapons. This one reason alone should 
almost bo sullicient. A law against 
aliens, porhaps,cWould be a ticklish thing 
to deal with, but still we cannot he blam- 
ed for protecting and upholding our o-s^a 
interests. As you, .Mr. Editor^ ^ory 
sensibly say in your editorial — '-^^e ^ircj. 
vide bridges, trails, roads, j^^j laws to 
protect the ininers"-lv„t \vhat may we 
ask, does the alien rahier give up in re- 
turn Siiupl- ^^othing, but a patch of 
\yorked-r_,^lt gn»und. It may lirgcd that 
I 'e rtllou divicovered the prospect and 
"j3t thixingh his discovery we, or rather 
our minors, prolittcd. <Jraiile<l. But if 
our laws wore amended so that the alien 
would have to become jl British subject 
before he could eviai jirospect, this con- 
tention would be done away with. 
Frii'iidsliip is all very well, but business 
is business iind 1 do not believe the 
amity between the two nations would be 
imiiairej by our .protecting what is our 
own. Heir-prL'servation is the law of 
iiatiiii\, and if we allow the alien to 
work •our iiiosi valuable assets to his jid- 
vaut4ige, luui our (lisadvantiige, we ^ire 
doing our best to iiiipoverisli ourselves. 
W<' have nut the same privileges in the 
Uauted States -as we give in this coun- 
try. Suppose, for example, if I igo into 
t^ie United States and desire to take >up 
•11 homestead. -1 must become a citizen 
of that country before I can da so.. .It 
niiiy be said that the fanner wio takes 
up the land spends what he obtains from 
tho working of that land in tliat coun- 
try. He does, as long as hit is on .tluit 
land, but he must be a citiziMi before he 
can obtnia that land, which in itself, is 
an asset of that I'ountry. 

Supposing that In' could take the laiiil 
without becnming nuturjilized; after li 
had done *itli it he would leave it in 
better condition than when he first found 
il, but it is not so in placer miauig, for 
the miner tikes out all that is in it and 
only works it (in iiiiii? eases out of ton) 
so as to be able to return to his own 
eoiiutry, and his own people, and si>eiid 
what he has made oat of us. 

In regard to (inarlz mines, you say: 
"Jtossluiid is prosiierous." t^uite so, but 
wxaild it not be more no, or rather wouhl 
not the Dominion at large benelit more 
if the dividends deelare(l from its great 
mines were kept amongst our own peo- 
ple? Has it t'v«r occurred to yoil the 
enormous sums of money that goi out of 
the ICootonay country to tlie United 
States'? It must iinwe; and do you not 
think that: though a large amoiriit: of 
Kjiont in the countr,v, in regard to thos* 
mines, it is not proportionate lo the 
amount that goes out'.' 

British mines for British subjects, and 
if the alien likes our jiiiiies, and our laws, 
which are made for the protection of th 
niiner, befter th;in those of his own 
country, ;uid he comes here solely for 
his own benelit, llien he should be 
bound to contribute to the supixirt and 
defence of that country tiiat support 
anil defends hun.

AVe 
have put certain royalties on the pro- 
ducts of our placer mines, but to my 
mind that is insuflicicnit .in tlie case of 
the alien, for an alien making thous- 
ands does not really mind (tlicnigh h( 
win kick const it utiomilly) ;perhiips payin;;
